England: that he returned to this 
country and formalliv renounced his 
alleginuce to Great Britain; that he 
beeame a citizen of Carteret county 
in 1872, owiirs real and personal es- 
tate in said county and pays poll tax, 
ete. 

The report recommended that Mr, 
Qaksmith be allowed to hold his 
seat. 

Major Erwin moved that the re- 
port of the Committee be adopted, 
and the same passed unanimousiy. 

Thus ended the diffliculty and Set- 
tles positively the vexed question.

THE PULLIC DEBT—BANKS, 
BANKING, &C. 

In accordance with the aunounce— 
ment made yesterday, we publish 
herewith n second communication 
from our correspondent “ North 
Carolinian, upon ijinance and kind— 
red subjects. 

As we have heretofore stated, we 
give these letters publication in or- 
der to afford our readers the pro— 
duct of the best thought and deep- 
est research of who have 
given these matters investigation, 
that assistance may be afforded 
those who seek a solution of the 
financial embarrassment, which so 
seriously binder the return of the 
people of tie State to their old-time 
prosperity and content. We take 
this occasion to invite our friends to 
use the coluinn of the News for the 
expression of their views upon all 
matters that atmet the material or 
intellectual progress of our people : 

For the Daily 

Mr. Epirok :—In my former com- 
munication upon the adjustment of 
the public debt, passage of usury law, 


and bank circulation. | merely map- 
ped out the idea, instead of going into

exact figures, as I now propose briefly | 
o do. 

Not to be misunderstood, I would 
state that Iam not opposed to a law 
restricting the rate of interest, 
coupled with heavy forfeitures to 
make it operative. But I lay itdown | 
as a fundamental axiom, that the 
usury law and increased circulation 
must go hand in hand, to make the 
law effective and render its violation 
unneeessary as Well as impractica- 
ble. 
The rate of interest before the —— 

vas six per centum per annum: th 
bent circulation of the State of North 
Carolina in 1862, as shown in the 
Comptrolier of Currency’s reports of 

1872 to Congress, was five millions two 
hundred and cighteen thousand five 
hundred and ninety-eight dollare 
($5,218,598) making thecireulation five 
dollarsand twenty-six e nts (35.26) per 
capita. Then money was, and had 
been for years, easily attainable from 
the banks; the farmer could readily 
obtain loans, on which to make his 
crop, payable out of the crop when 
made, without extra commissions to | 
merehants or ethers for carrying ; 
the merchant found no difficulty, 
each season, in borrowing to buy I. is 
stock with; and so, with all branches 
of business and trade. The reason is 
plain—then money was sufficiently 
abundant for the wants of the people, 
and not so plentiful as to depreciate 
its value. The circulation answered 
all the wants of the State, and passed 
readily or at aslight discount beyond 
her limits. 

From the same report (Comptroller 
of Currency 1872,) we see that the 
bank cireulation, in North Carolina, 
1872, outstanding and authorized was 
one million seven hundred and My. 
three thousand, four hundred and } 
dollare ($1,753,420. ) This 
mark you, isthe utmost limit author- 
ized, not the amount in a circu- 
lation. The aetual circulation was 
one million, five hundred and forty- 
four thousand four hund. and 
twenty dollars (31,544,420,) leaving 
a deficiency in cireulation of three 
millions six hundred and seventy-four 
thousand one hundred and seventy- 
cight dollars ($3,674,178,) seven years 
after the war, when the population as 
stated in the same report was one mil- 
ion and seventy-one thousand three 
hundred and sixty-one (31,071,361,) 
against nine hundred and ninety-two 
thousand six hundred and twenty-two 
dollars in 1872,a diminution 
of circulation of three million siz hun- 
dred and scventy-four thousand one 
hundred and seventy-cight dollars 
(33,674,178,) with an increase of pop- 
ulation of seventy-eight thousand,seven 
hundred and thirty-nine. ~ This 
amount of circulation per capita was 
in 1862, five dollars and twenty-six 
cents and in 1872, une dollar and sixty | 
cents! Here we have a strange state | 
of affairs, a State growing in popula- 
tion, and yet the means of trade re- 
duced over three anda half millions 
of dollars, and the average amount 
per capita reduced from five dollars 
and twenty siz cents to one dollar and 
sixty te cents. Is it strange, that 
under this condition, interest rates 
should run up to 12, 18 or 20 per 
cent per annum? How could it be 
otherwise, until the evil is remedied 
by increasing the values of currency, 
and restoring it at least to what it 
was before the war, though even 
tat limit, when taking into conside- 
ration the growth of population, in- 
crease of manufactures, and trade 
and business generally, would fall 
farshortof the wants and require- 
ments of the people. 

We will admit, as we desire this ar- 
ticle to be 8 fair, that there is 
now in addition to the limited eireu- 
lation, a large greenback or govern- 
ment circulation, but then, we had 
before the war,in addition to our 
own bank cireulation, the issues of 

banks on our orthern 
borders, and issues o ennessee 
banks in our Mountain country, 
makingin the aggregate, a large, if 
not larger amount of circulation than 
the whole amount of greenbacks and 
outside National bank circulation 
now floating in our State. 

So we are forced back to our posi- 
tion, that there is a searcity of cir- 
culation in our State. The evil can- 
not be remedied under the National 
bank system (a system to which we 
have no special objection, if run as 
one of the means of supplying cur- 
reney, and not as a monopoly.) We 
had evidence of the working of this 
system when unsupported by insti- 
tutions of more liberal issue, in the 
panic last fall, a panic for want of 
more paper money, & paper money 
panic. 

Under the old system of North 
Curolina, the banks were allowed to | 
issue three to one on their capital, but 
few went to that limit. This elreula- 
tion wus protected by the capital paid 
in, by a per centage of one third on 
the circulation held in gold or silver 
coin, or exchange, and by the values 
received by the banksin exchange 
for the circulation issued. And no 
State had a better regulated or better 
secured currency than North Caroli- 
na. Expansive when the necessity 
arose, with power of contraction, | 
2 the demands of trade slacked 
Oil. 

The evil of searcity of circulation 
can be remedied by return to the old 
paths. We havea few banks char- 
tered since the war, with power of 
issue, but the National law has stood 
in their way, orapparently so, as the 
constitutionality of a tax, not uni- 
form, has yet to be decided, and the 
have availed themselves of the priyi- 
lege to only a limited extent. 

Now let the Legislature request its 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress to use their influence to have 
repealed all odious and discrimina- 
ting restriction on State institutions. 
And by a free banking law, open the

way for new institutions, like the 
few nowin existence with all the 
powers and privileges of the old line 
of banks. | 

Should Congress not repeal the dis- 
criminating tax, then let the ques- 
tion of taxation, so faras the banks 
and general government are eoncern. 
ed, be left to the parties interested- 
Let the money issued by our banks, 
whether taxable by the United States 
or not, be the money of our State, and 
let it be received in payment of all 
State dues, For the protection of the 
holders, requirein addition tosecurit 
aiready offered, in the way of capita 
and value received in exchange for 
circulation issued a deposit of thirty- 
three and one-third percent, of funded 
State ot North Carolina bonds with 
the Public Treasurer; and if the debt 
is not funded, then bonds issued un- 
der acts passed before the war equiv- 
alent to such a reduction, 

You will then find money easily 
attainable by the farmer for making 
his crop, by the builder and contrac- 
torin carrying out his work, by the 
manufacturer in obtaining his sup- 
plies or improving his property, by 
the trader, artizan and business man 
generally, at as low rates as before 
the war, and all interests co-opera- 
ting in their observance of any law 
restricting the price ot money.

on facts and figures. We know what

Confederate Dead—- Removal of the 
Remains toeday—Funeral Ceremoe 
nies Near Silver Springs, &c. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—On Mon- 
day and Tuesday, July 12th and 13th, 
1864, an attack was made upon Fort 
Stevens, on the north side of Wash- 
ington, bya column_ of Confederate 
troops of General Early’s Corps, 
under the immediate command of 
Gen. Gordon, now Senator from 
Georgia. Quite a number of soldiers 
belonging tothe Union army were 
killed in the engagement, and their 
remains were afterwards buried in 
Battle Cemetery, which was laid out 
on the Seventh street road, near Fort 
Stevens, for that purpose. There 


soldiers killed and their remains were 
iuterred on a farm near the fort where 
they fell. 

A few weeks ago friends of the Lost 
Cause, headed by Rev. J. B. Averitt, 
pastor of Grace . E. Church, situa- 
ted about two miles above Silver 
Springs, on Seventh street road, re- 
solved to gather up the remains and 
remove them to the above named 
Church yard for interment, and steps 
were immediately taken to carry the 

„lau into effect andjprogressed so sat- 
isfactorily as to be executed to-day. 

On Tuesday last, the bodies to the 
number of seventeen were exhumed 
and placed in six’ plain coffins and 
borne to the church yard, where they 


were this morning placed on a bier 


in front of the ehureh, and covered 
with a black pall, on which was 
| stitched a neat cross of white muslin. 
The remains were all unknown, ex- 
cepting one body, that of James B. 
Biand, of Highland county, Va., a 
member of the Sixty-Second Virgi- 
nin Mounted Infantry of Imbode:’s 
Brigade. 

In the enclosure between the front 
of the church and the street, a grave 
large enough for the six coffins, had 
been dug for the final resting place of 
the remains, anda large eve en 
cross was placed at the head of it. 

At the services at 9 o’clock, quite a 
large number of Washingtonians as- 
sembled atthe corner of 9th street 
and Pennsylvania Avenue, and tak- 
ing carriages, proceeded to thechurch 
about eight miles from the city to 
witness the ceremony. A large num- 
ber from Rockville and the country 
round about there, were also present 
tothe number of about three bun- 
dred persons, ineluding many ladies. 
At Il o’clock Bishop Pinckney and 
Revs. Averitt Williamson and Buck, 
entered the church reciting the ser- 
vice, commencing at Lord let ine 
know the end of my days,“ &c. 

After portions of the Scriptures had 
been read, the choir sang: I would 
not stay,“ which was followed by a 
prayer and another hymn, after 
which the audience proceeded to the 
grave in front of the church to inter 
the remains. The following gentle- 
men acting as pall-bearers: Gen. 
Cook, Henry Garnett, Dr. ba 
Dr. Boyle, Wm. Harmon, G. T. 
Howard, Gen. P. M. B. Young, J. W. 
Drew, Col L. . Lamar, Col. Herbert, 
Wm. Stone and Col. R. Fleming. 
The coffins were lowered into the 
graves, wreaths being placed upon 
exch one, that one containing the re- 
mains of Bland bein at the 
north end to enable the friends 
to find it if they ever desire to move 
the body. 

Rev. Mr. Averit read the burial 
service, when the assemblage re- 
paired to the rectory, a few yards 
distant where Dr. A. Y. P. Garrett, 
of this city, delivered the oration. 
He congratulated those present that 
the time had come when they could 
do justice to the memories of their 
friends, and perform such ceremonies 
unmolested, and claimed that they 
should not perform the act coldly and 
with subdued spirits. He alluded to 
the causes of the war and justified the 
South for their action. He once allu- 
ded to the willingness ot the South to 
take up armsto defend their hemes 
from invasion, when a voice in the 
crowd said: Aud we are still willing 
todo it Dr.” He alluded to the 
South as our people and Jeff Davis 
as our President. The address occu- 

jied about half an hour in the de- 
ivery. After the oration, Bishop 
Pinckney read a short poem, full of 
tender allusions to the dead, which 
was well received. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to 
Dr. Garrettand Bishop Pinckney and 
a copy ofthe address and poem asked 
for publication in book form. The 
bearers then proseeded tothe grave 
and filled it with earth and the as- 
semblage dispersed.
